With reference back to Figure 2 A, a wafer carrier, which is indicated generally by the 
reference number 50, is attached to the elevator plate 26. Preferably, the wafer carrier 50 is sized 
and dimensioned to simultaneously support at least two wafers 37. Therefore, in the preferred 
embodiment, the wafer carrier 50 consists of a pair of supports or prongs 52a, 52b that extend 
generally upward from the lining 44. The prongs 52a, 52b are preferably secured to the elevator 
plate 26 by fasteners 54 that extend through the elevator plate 26 and the lining 44. Each prong 
52a, 52b includes two arms 56, 57 that extend towards the center of the elevator plate 26. Together, 
the first set of arms 56 form a first shelf 56 for a wafer and the second set of arms 57 form a second 
shelf 57 for a wafer. Thus, as shown in Figure 2 A, two wafers 37 can simultaneously rest on the 
first and second shelves 56, 57 of the wafer carrier 50. 
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
